Cloud now oWtia, 
free from ertcuiuhriineoa, one of the ( 
flncMt city ball liulbllng* lo Im* found 
anywhere In a muni! I own In the aouth. 
the lant pnyuicnt having Immui made 
la*t week hy tbe city council nml on 
Monday of thin week a deed to the 
property wan received from the old 
la ml company. , 

The foresight of tbe memlwra of tin* 
frlty council, wlm In 1014 cnterml Into 
an agreement with the old laud coin 
fiaiiy to pay $.TOtl iwr year a* rentnl 
< Midi year for no veil yimrn, and at th*- 
«nd of which time, hy paying |A. a deed 
to the pre*cnt elty hall would be la- 
ailed, la now apparent when It I* 
known that tlu< mmlern twivatory elty 
hall, together with the hank-like vault a 
and at eel doera to the fitting*, wa* 
pun 'baaed for HUMO. and on aevett 
yearn' time without ld||ereat.
